Ulc,  tbc  persons  whose  signatures  are  hereunto 
affixed,  do  associate  ourselves  together  for  the 
purpose  of  intellectual  and  social  culture,  and  do 
hereby  adopt  the  following  articles  of  association:

Che  name  of  this  Association  shall  he  *'  the 
Tortnightly  eiub/*

Section  u  Candidates  for  membership  shall 
present  an  application  in  writing  endorsed  by  at 
least  three  members,  or  an  application  may  be 
made  by  three  members  in  behalf  of  the  candidate. 
Ulhen  the  names  of  husband  and  wife  are  proposed 
for  membership,  the  vote  shall  be  cast  as  for  one, 
but  they  shall  count  as  two  members.  Applica- 
tions must  be  read  at  a  regular  meeting,  and  voted 
upon  at  a  regular  meeting  not  earlier  than  two 
weehs  thereafter. 


Consttttltion  $^^*  2*   the  vote  sball  be  by  u^nmn  ballot,  and 

a  tbree-fourtbs  ootc  of  tbc  member$  pnsm  $ball 
be  necessary  to  elect.  €acb  member  sball  vote  for 
no  more  tban  one  candidate  at  a  time,  busband  and 
ivife  counting  as  one. 

Sec.  3.  Ulben  tbe  list  of  candidates  consists  of 
more  tban  one  name,  said  candidates  sball  be  voted 
upon  singly  in  alphabetical  order.  One  ballot  only 
sball  be  taken  upon  eacb  name. 

Sec.  4.  Cbe  voting  sball  proceed  until  tbe  list 
of  candidates  is  exhausted,  or  until  it  is  discon- 
tinued by  a  motion  to  tbat  effect  sustained  by  a 
majority  vote.  Candidates  voted  upon  at  any  meet- 
ing but  not  elected  sball  not  be  voted  upon  again 
without  tbe  previous  notice  required  by  Section  1  of 
this  Hrticle. 

Article  TIL    Officers* 

Cbe  officers  of  tbe  eiub  sball  consist  of  a  Presi- 
dent, Uice-President  and  Secretary,  whose  duties 
sball  be  those  usually  devolving  upon  such  officers. 


tbcy  $un  be  ckctcd  by  ballot  mi  $U\\  bold  office  Constitution 

for  one  year,  or  until  tfteir  successors  are  elected* 
Bt  tbe  same  time  and  in  tbe  same  manner,  four 
members  sball  be  cbosen,  wbo,  togetber  witb  tbe 
President,  Uice-President  and  Secretary,  sball  con- 
stitute an  executive  Committee.  Tt  sball  be  tbe 
duty  of  tbe  executive  gommittee  to  determine  tbe 
place  of  meeting;  to  arrange  a  programme  of  exer- 
cises; to  receive  and  present  to  tbe  glub  applica-
